GEORGE PALMER PUTNAM: A 
MEMORIAL. 

It was nearly a generation ago, in the clos¬ 
ing days of 1872, that every one who had to 
do with the making of books was saddened 
by the death of that most-loved of American 
publishers, George Palmer Putnam. He was 
then only 68 years old, but his life had been 
sc filled with good works, his services to 
American literature and men of letters had 
been so many, his mark upon his time had 
been so strong, that it was difficult then as 
now to think of “the elder Putnam” as within 
the seventy years so often and so mistakenly 
set as the limit of active life. The time has 
come when the career of this great publisher, 
for such he was, can be viewed in clearer 
perspective than during his lifetime, which 
seemed to be a mingling of successes and 
failure, or during the years immediately fol¬ 
lowing his death. For the past five years his 
oldest son, on whom the mantle of the father’s 
life and work has so worthily fallen, has been 
engaged, in the intervals of his business affairs 
and public-spirited services, in the labor of 
love of preparing “A Memorial of George 
Palmer Putnam, together with a record of 
the publishing house founded by him,” now 
privately printed in two volumes from the 
press of G. P. Putnam’s Sons—for distribu¬ 
tion among friends and not for sale—worthy 
in typographic taste of the house and its 
founder, as well as in literary execution of 
both its subject and its writer. 

In the “Foreword,” in which Mr. George 


Haven Putnam sets forth the conditions and 
the difficulties of his work, he strikes the key¬ 
note of the elder’s career when, referring to 
the lack of material, he says: “My father pos¬ 
sessed in but a moderate degree the preserva¬ 
tive instinct.” That was true in a much 
larger sense and explains many of the busi¬ 
ness difficulties amidst which Mr. Putnam 
achieved his publishing successes. As a great 
publisher, befriending and stimulating authors 
and planning such enterprises as Putnam's 
Magazine, he was thinking always of what 
he could do for American letters, instead of 
what he might gain for himself. “He had a 
great cavity in that part of the head where 
the bump of self-consciousness belongs,” says 
his son, and that might also truly be said re¬ 
specting any bump of selfishness. Therefore 
he won not the small successes of pecuniary 
fortune but the large success of doing a great 
service to his country and to its germinating 
literature. He was a patriot through and 
through, not only in his devotion to American 
literature, but in his defence of his country in 
its every relation. One of the most treasured 
books in my own library is the volume of 
“American Facts,” in which, while resident 
in London, he took up the cause of his coun¬ 
try in response to certain English slurs, and 
laid before the people of the mother country 
some of the facts which prophesied for this 
nation the great career of which at last the 
mother land is only less proud than her 
American progeny. While he lived in Lon¬ 
don he was in fact an American minister only 
less important than the diplomatic representa¬ 
tive de jure, and in the dark days of the Civil 
War, while the writer of this memoir was do¬ 
ing his noble part at the front—or amid the 
horrors of Libby prison—the father was do¬ 
ing no less service for his country at home in 
his relations with the Sanitary Commission 
and otherwise. 

It is the good fortune, and among the 
goodliest memories, of many men of middle 
age to-day to remember in their youth this 
gentle, lovable, originative, and helpful man 
and the sweet and kindly and beautiful wife, 
at whose fireside Washington Irving had been 
a household friend, and who were associated 
in the helpfulness of friendship with the 
American authors of that earlier generation, 
of whom Bryant and Cooper and Bayard 
Taylor were the representatives in New York, 
and to Avhom Mr. Putnam stood in the rela¬ 
tion which James T. Fields held to the great 
Boston authors of the same day. Irving 
seems so far away that it is difficult to think 
of him as a man of modern times except by 
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help of this bridge, and Mrs. Putnam in her 
New York home, with the associations of 
these memories about her, reminded one, in 
a way, of that other charming woman, 
Madame Moscheles, at her pleasant home in 
London, whose fireside in the olden days had 
the companionship of Mendelssohn, and who 
was a like link between the younger genera¬ 
tion and the musical contemporaries of a gen¬ 
eration past. 

Not two volumes, but many, would have 
been required if the elder Putnam had pre¬ 
served more memorials of his own life, or if 
there had been included the many tributes 
during his life and after his death which 
came from scores of loving and appreciative 
friends. Let one tribute be here cited which 
would otherwise be unrecorded. When Mr. 
W. C. Lane, as president of the American 
Library Association, and the present writer 
were in conference with President McKinley 
as to the candidates for the librarianship of 
Congress, made vacant by the death of Mr. 
Young, Mr. McKinley emphasized his desire 
to appoint to the position a librarian of the 
first rank, and then he added that if Mr. 
Herbert Putnam, of the Boston Public Li¬ 
brary, could be induced to accept the post it 
would give him an additional pleasure to 
make that appointment, because he always 
treasured in his memory with great apprecia¬ 
tion the remembrance of Mr. George Palmer 
Putnam, whom he had known in his earlier 
years. It was with this word from the Presi¬ 
dent that Mr. Herbert Putnam was induced 
to consider and accept the position, and thus 
to develop in the library profession the spirit 
bequeathed by the honored father, whose 
other sons were continuing their father’s ser¬ 
vices in his own special field. 

This loving and fitting memorial of a 
worthy father by a worthy son speaks for 
itself. It includes a tribute also from his 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Putnam Jacobi, who, as 
a pioneer in woman’s work in her field of 
medicine, has always shown the spirit of her 
father, while the name of still another daugh¬ 
ter, Miss Ruth Putnam, is on the title-page 
of many books which bear the imprint of the 
Putnam firm. A word of appreciation should 
be added for the devotion which has been 
shown by Mr. George Haven Putnam in writ¬ 
ing this memorial. With all the cares of 
the business of which he has been the suc¬ 
cessful head, with an unusual record of 
private service in many public fields, espe¬ 
cially as to copyright and civil service re¬ 
form, and under limitations of eyes and hand 
which would dishearten most men, he has 


done for the publishing craft the good ser¬ 
vice, first of his volumes on the early history 
of publishing, and now of this memorial of a 
great publisher. His present work, though 
privately printed, is of more than private in¬ 
terest, and it is to be hoped that an edition 
will ultimately be published which may “pass 
on the torch’’ of Mr. Putnam’s spirit to a 
wider circle of readers than those whom this 
book in its present shape is likely to reach.

In the interest of the retail booktrade in 
particular, and that of bookbuyers in general, 
it would be desirable for publishers who are 
now preparing their catalogues for the “Pub¬ 
lishers’ Trade List Annual,” for 1903, to re¬ 
member to place their firm names at the top 
of every page. Those who have occasion 
frequently to refer to this work complain 
that much time is lost through the omission 
of the firm name as a running head line, and 
that often it is necessary to look through an 
entire list to find out whose it is. It would 
perhaps be too much to expect publishers to 
condense their lists as much as possible, and 
to eliminate illustrations and display of every 
kind. Much space might be gained in this 
way and the lists would certainly gain in use¬ 
fulness for reference. We make this latter 
suggestion with a clear conscience, inasmuch 
as we should be the losers by such condensa¬ 
tion of the lists. But we are quite willing to 
make the sacrifice in order that our constit¬ 
uents may be the gainers. 


It is not so important to get replies to ad¬ 
vertisements as it is to get customers from 
the replies. In this direction the follow-up 
system pays, not in “keeping tab” on how 
many times a certain advertisement in a cer¬ 
tain medium has been heard from.

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THE ORIGIN OF COPYRIGHT. 

Copyright, as a recognized form of prop¬ 
erty, according to Edouard Guet in the Nou- 
velle Revue, had its origin in France, which 
to this day recognizes copyright in a more 
ample manner than any other country. As 
early as 1452 a canon of Mans obtained from 
the mayor of Paris a bonus of hi fr. 60 c. 
in recognition of his exclusive right to print 
a “Mystere de la Nativite, de la Passion et de 
la Resurrection.” This is forty years earlier 
than the case hitherto quoted as the first re¬ 
corded instance, circa 1491, when Venice gave 
to Peter of Ravenna the exclusive right to 
print and sell his “Phoenix,” Germany fol¬ 
lowed France in granting privileges to au¬ 
thors and printers in 1501 and England in 
1518, though laws protecting absolutely au¬ 
thors in their rights were enacted much later. 


BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The April dinner of the Booksellers’ 
League was held at the rooms of the Aldine 
Association, on Wednesday evening, April 15, 
and proved one of the most successful and 
entertaining meetings the League has ever 
held. The feature of the evening was a Roll 
Call. The President, Mr. Cass Richardson, 
opened the meeting, stating the subject for 
Roll Call : 

Which is the better salesman: one who sup¬ 
plies intelligently the demands of his cus¬ 
tomer, or one who creates a demand in his 
customer and then supplies it. 

The names of those present were then 
called, and answering in turn, some very in¬ 
teresting, helpful, thoughtful and humorous 
thoughts were offered on the topic for debate. 
Mr. Holden, of Thomas Whittaker’s, thought 
the question silly. He said there was need for 
both, and pointed out the danger of disgusting 
customers by offering too many suggestions, 
but on the whole inclined a little to the sales¬ 
man that created the demand. 

Mr. Butler, of Brentano’s, said he was 
a buyer, not a salesman, and that his opin¬ 
ions of salesmen could not be given in 
public. He was the salesman’s football— 
damned by the wholesale salesman if he 
did not buy and damned by their retail 
salesman when he did. He gave several hu¬ 
morous and personal examples, received with 
great appreciation by the League. He also 
thought that the salesman who can create a 
demand can also supply it intelligently and 
is a private benefactor to his employer. 

Mr. Parker, of E. P. Dutton & Co., com¬ 
pared the salesman who simply supplied the 
demands of his customer to the slot machine 
which does its work intelligently, so much so 
that at times it got the money and gave noth¬ 
ing in return. He thought the salesman who 
got into conversation with his customer, 
found out his line of reading and suggested 
books and made sales satisfied his customer 
and earned his personal friendship. 

Mr. Malkan held that many customers did 
not know what they wanted until they had been 
talked into wanting something suggested. 

Mr. Kelly said: “It takes a man with ex¬ 
traordinary ability to create a demand. He 


must be a student and have commercial abil¬ 
ity as well. He does not sell what the papers 
of the day are telling of, but from the top 
shelves. There are a few bookstores left to¬ 
day, and they are found where the clerk who 
creates the demand abides.” 

Mr. McBride asserted, “The only man I 
would want working for me is the one who 
creates the demand.” 

Mr. Macdonald, the binder, facetiously 
claimed neither was necessary if the books 
were well bound. 

• Mr. Bowman said: “It is no easy job to be 
a good salesman, but I think there is a happy 
medium between the animated machine and 
the smart salesman who sticks his cus¬ 
tomers.” 

Nearly all present spoke and some spoke 
much to the point, but naturally there was 
duplication of ideas. When the vote was 
called, after half an hour, it stood 7 for the 
salesman that supplies demand already there 
and 40 for the salesman that creates demand. 
Mr. Charles Battell Loomis then gave read¬ 
ings from several of his popular books, and 
Mr. T. J. Vivian gave several of his humor¬ 
ous experiences as a reporter. The evening 
was most enjoyable. 

THE ELIZABETHAN SHAKESPEARE. 

On Shakespeare’s birthday, April 23, 
Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish the first 
volume of their great “Elizabethan Shake¬ 
speare,” which has been four years in prep¬ 
aration, under the editorial direction of Pro¬ 
fessor Mark H. Liddell, who gave up the 
chair of English at the University of Texas to 
devote himself exclusively to this undertaking. 

Professor Liddell’s object is to so present 
the results of modern Shakespearian research 
as to make the full meaning of the plays, and 
their beauty, clear to the many people whose 
enjoyment of Shakespeare has been restricted 
by unfamiliarity with the thought and diction 
of his day. He points out that few people 
are acquainted with the changes in meaning 
of words and in idioms that have taken place 
in our language since the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, so that Shakespeare’s 
English is often confusing, if not unintelligi¬ 
ble, to the average modern reader. The aim 
of the “Elizabethan Shakespeare” is to illum¬ 
inate the many apparent obscurities of Shake¬ 
speare and to present his works as nearly as 
possible in the form in which he wrote them. 
It will give also much varied information, in 
clear and compact commentary, regarding the 
customs, manners, and trend of thought, of 
the Elizabethan age. This first volume is de¬ 
voted to “Macbeth.” The printing has been 
done by the De Vinne Press, and the edition 
is a beautiful example of the best modern 
typography and bookmaking, coming, it is 
said, nearer to the finest work of William 
Morris, of the Kelmscott Press, than any 
book printed in this country. Professor Lid¬ 
dell, who has long been an assiduous student 
and collector, of Shakespearian literature, is 
a Princeton graduate of ’87, and has studied 
in Oxford and Berlin. He has made numer¬ 
ous important contributions to philological re¬ 
search, and is recognized as a leader in his 
particular field. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Rev. Dr. Gustav Gottheil, Rabbi 
Emeritus of Temple Emanu-El, New York 
City, died at his home, on April 15, after a 
long illness. Dr. Gottheil was born at Pinna, 
Prussia, on May 30, 1827. He was one of the 
leaders of the modernized school of Hebraic 
culture. His congregation at the Temple 
Emanu-El is one of the richest in the world. 
Dr. Gottheil was a fine scholar and a great lin¬ 
guist, with a taste for all the arts and of most 
attractive social qualities. He was the com¬ 
piler of “Hymns and Anthems” and of a book 
of devout thoughts called “Sun and Shield.” 

Moritz Lazarus, the German Hebrew phil¬ 
osopher of Berlin University, died on Tues¬ 
day, April 15, at Meran, in Switzerland. Pro¬ 
fessor Lazarus was born at Folehne, in Prus¬ 
sian Poland, September 15, 1824. He was 
educated at Berlin and became a professor 
in the University of Berne in i860, and in 
1864 succeeded to the rectorship. In 1873 he 
received the appointment as Professor of 
Philosophy in the University of Berlin, which 
he held until his death. Among his works are 
‘The Life of the Soul,” “Ideal Problems,” 
“The Origin of Morals,” “Ideas in History,” 
and “The Ethics of Judaism.” 

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Beatrice Harraden has just completed a 
new novel entitled “Katherine Trensham.” 

L. Frank Baum, author of “The Wizard 
of Oz,” thus explains how he found the title 
for his very popular book: “I have a little 
cabinet letter file on my desk that is just 
in front of me. I was thinking and won¬ 
dering about a title for the story, and had 
settled on ‘Wizard’ as part of it. My gaze 
was caught by the gilt letters on the three 
drawers of the cabinet. The first was A-G; 
the next drawer was labelled H-N, and on 
the last were the letters O-Z. And ‘Oz’ 
it at once became.” A new edition of “The 
Wizard of Oz” will shortly be issued by the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company. 

Arthur Colton, whose “Tioba, and Other 
Tales” Henry Holt & Co. recently published, 
is still a young man, having been born at 
Washington, Conn., in 1868. He was edu¬ 
cated at The Gunnery in his native town, 
1882-6, and later at Yale, where he graduated 
in 1890, and was an active contributor to the 
college magazines and an editor of the Lit. 
He held the Foote scholarship, 1890-93, took 
the degree of Ph.D. at Yale in 1893, and was 
an instructor there in English literature till 
1895. Since then he has published three 
books: “Bennie Ben Cree,” 1900, “The De¬ 
lectable Mountains” 1901, and “The Debat¬ 
able Land,” 1901, and a number of stories in 
our best magazines. He at present is devot¬ 
ing himself to writing. 


PERSONAL NOTE. 

Walter Effingham Maynard, of the firm 
of Effingham Maynard & Co., was married 
on April 15 to Miss Eunice Ives, daughter of 
Brayton Ives, the well-known book collector. 
F. W. Crowninshield, of Dodd, Mead & Co., 
was one of the ushers at the ceremony.

The views are of “The Quadrangle” of 
the Edinburgh University, “Colinton Manse” 
and “Swanston Cottage,” (homes of Steven¬ 
son at different times in his life,) the Pent- 
land Hills and the cottage of John Todd, the 
shepherd. The vignette on the title-page is 
of the exterior of Edinburgh University. 
There is also a half-tone of the so-called in¬ 
itial tree in the garden at Swanston, on which 
Stevenson carved his name and the name of 
his father, together with the rising sun, which 
was thought by some to be prophetic. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will issue next 
week the Cambridge edition in one volume of 
“The Complete Poetical Works of Alexander 
Pope,” with biographical sketch and notes by 
Henry W. Boynton. For the first time the 
poems are arranged in chronological order, 
and the translations from Homer are in¬ 
cluded. Other books to appear on April 25 
are “The Flower Beautiful,” by Clarence 
Moores Weed, a thoroughly practical work on 
decoration with flowers, which has now be¬ 
come a distinct branch of art; “True Bird 
Stories from My Note Book,” by Olive 
Thorne Miller, with ten full-page illustrations 
by Louis Agassiz Fuertes; Emerson’s “Com¬ 
pensation,” which is brought out in pretty 
shape and limited number for the Emerson 
centennial; and a reprint of John Evelyn’s 
translation of Gabriel Naude’s “Instructions 
Concerning the Erecting of a Library,” written 
in 1627. A report of a memorial service for 
Alice Freeman Palmer, giving addresses by 


James B. Angell, Caroline Hazard, W. J. 
Tucker, and Charles W. Eliot, and five por¬ 
traits from photographs, showing Mrs. Pal¬ 
mer’s attractive face from childhood until 
death, is also forthcoming at that date, as 
well as “Captain Simeon’s Stone,” a novel by 
George S. Wasson; and “Of Education” and 
“Of Religion,” two other chapters from R. R. 
Bowker’s “Arts of Life.” To the volume on 
“Education” have been added “The Scholar” 
and “The College of To-day,” two recent pa¬ 
pers by Mr. Bowker, of which the Hartford 
Courant has spoken highly. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just ready, in two 
handsome volumes, “More Letters of Charles 
Darwin: a record of his work in a series of 
hitherto unpublished letters,” edited by Fran¬ 
cis Darwin. The volume contains almost ex¬ 
clusively the letters of Darwin himself. Many 
of them were addressed to Asa Gray and 
other American scientific men. Fourteen por¬ 
traits of Darwin and his friends accompany 
the text. They will also publish about the 
end of May a novel by Frank R. Stock- 
ton which was written by the author during 
the year preceding his death, and entitled 
“The Captain’s Tollgate.” It is a love story, 
and has for its scene that part of West Vir¬ 
ginia in which Mr. Stockton made his home 
during the last years of his life. Mr. Stock- 
ton had this novel written at the time when 
he took up “Kate Bonnet,” but decided to de¬ 
fer publication until “Kate Bonnet” had been 
issued in serial form and had afterward run 
its course as a bound volume. It will be re¬ 
membered that Mr. Stockton died only a few 
weeks after “Kate Bonnet” appeared. He 
had, however, so far completed the work on 
“The Captain’s Tollgate” as to make it ready 
for submission to his publishers. The book 
will contain a memoir of Mr. Stockton, writ¬ 
ten by Mrs. Stockton. It will also have a 
frontispiece portrait of the author and some 
views of Mr. Stockton’s home in West Vir¬ 
ginia. Claymont is a stately mansion of a 
former generation intimately associated with 
the Washington family, Mr. Stockton’s farm 
having been at one time the property of 
George Washington.
